Columbus, O., Dec. !«.—The Ohio 


railroad commission, in its report 
far the fiscal year, recommends that. 
If 
necessary, the 
constitution be 


amended so that appeals from its 
rulings, instead of,dragging through 
the lower courts, be taken direct to 
the supreme court. 


Te commission is paiticularly de- 


sirous of legislation that will pre- 
vent present long delays. To that 
end it suggests that it be given 
power to formulate rates, or to post- 
pone application of any rate, upon 
its c-wn initiative, 
in the same in- 


terest it wishes the la.y so amended 
that cases can only go into court on 
the same evidence that is submitted 
before the commission. 


A further recommendation Is that 


the law make all fares, steam and 
traction, two cents a mile straight. 
This would work a material reduc- 
tion in a number of short hauls upon 
electric lines throughout the state. 
At present the fares are figured on 
a 2-cent basis but made the nearest 
multiple of 5.
